EW YORK, May 16.— 

General Motors Corpo- 
ration’s retail sales in April 
established a new high mark, 
exceeding those of March by | 
33,831, according to an an-| 
nouncement by President Al- 
fred P. Sloan, Jr. 

“The April sales by dealers to users 
were 180,106 cars, compared with 
136,643 in April, 1926, and further 
with 97,242 in April, 1925,” Presi- 
dent Sloan stated. 

“The April sales by G. M. car 
divisions to dealers totaled 169,067 
cars, compared with 122,742 in 
April, 1926, and 85,583 in April, 
1925. This is also a new ali-time 
record and the second consecutive 
month during which this has been 
accomplished.

‘Michigan, Ohio, 
‘Again Leaders in 
Automotive Export 


By FRANCIS P. DAILY 


ASHINGTON, May 16.—Mich- 

igan and Ohio, as usual, led 
the other states in the export 
of automotive parts during 1926, 
the Department of Commerce an- 
nounced today. During the year 
manufacturers located in the Wol- 
verine State shipped abroad a 
total of $115,199,976 worth of pas- 
senger cars; $65,049,667 worth of 
parts; $24,977,220 worth of trucks 
and buses; tractors and parts of 
tractors, yalued at $12,877,324 and 
tires appraised at $1,804,723. 

Tires naturally contributed the 
largest part of Ohio’s automotive 
exports, with total shipments of 
$19,609,734, while the value of pas- 
senger cars was $13,593,730. 

Statistics were compiled by the 
government to show the relative 
standing of the different states and 
possessions of the country in com- 
petition for foreign trade. 

In making the figures public Dr.

Car Sales in General 
Show Gains Despite 
Insurance Laws

Jersey City Will Be 


Terminus for Lines 
From New York

Jersey City, N. J., May 16.—With 
the opening of the new Holland 
Vehicular Tunnels in August, Jer- 
sey City will become the terminal 
of the numerous bus concerns 
which have. been ordered by the 
police commissioner of New York 
to stop using the streets of that 
city as terminals.

In May, 1921, Dillon, 
Read & Co. effected a financial re- 
organization and a change in man- 
agement. Mr. Seiberling was ousted 
from control, and Clarence Dillon, 
John Sherwin and Owen D. Young 
were named as the holders of the 
management stock. 

Under this arrangement the com- 
pany weathered its difficulties at 
that time, but trouble soon devel- 
oped over the question of the man- 
agement of the stock. Legal steps 
were taken which. developed into 
the controversy which is now being 
settled as confirmed in the reports 
made public and confirmed here 
last night.
